Registration  Procedure 

EACH  STUDENT  IS  REQUIRED  TO  REGISTER  IN 
PERSON.  Registration  will  be  held  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall.  The  Summer  Session  faculty  will  be  on  hand  to  help 
the  student  select  courses  in  order  to  meet  requirements 
and  to  achieve  the  educational  objectives  of  the  student. 

Fees  are  payable  when  the  election  of  courses  has  been 
approved  by  the  Dean's  Office  during  any  regularly  sched- 
uled registration  period.  Fees  must  be  paid  in  full  before 
registration  is  complete. 

TRANSFER  STUDENTS.  Transfer  students  and/or 
students  who  have  completed  work  at  other  institutions 
(including  extension),  and  do  not  have  these  courses  on 
file  at  the  College,  should  submit  transcripts  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  Summer  Session. 

To  afford  ease  of  registration,  students  should  apply  at 
least  one  month  before  the  Session  begins  so  that  advisory 
steps  can  be  taken  at  the  College.
